Tax Work 
Will Begin 


Work on the tax equilization 
survey authorized by Town Meeting 
earlier this month will get under= 
way as soon as the contract is 
executed, Manager Richard Bowen 
reports, 

Bids for the review were 
solicited from five reputable con= 
cerns by the Board of Assessors 
last October, They were received 
in February and the low bid was 
used as the basis for the Town 
Meeting request for $40,000. 

The work will be done by 
Whipple, Magane & Darcy of An- 
dover who quoted a price of 
$38,500 for the updating of tax 
records, 

Visual studies of all property 
will be made, but the survey will 
in no’ way be as intensive as that 
made prior tothe massive revalua= 
tion program of some eight years 
ago, It will not, for the most part, 
involve interviews with property 
owners, 


The main purpose of the reva~. 


luation survey is to bring tax re= 
cords up to date, particularly on 
land valuations, Recent transfers 
have shown that some tax valua- 
tions are out of line with current 
fair value sales data,

To eliminate the confusion 
created by published misconcep= 
tions about Andover’s water future, 
Manager Richard J, Bowen and 
Water Supt. Donald C, Bassett 
released a joint statement to the 
TOWNSMAN Tuesday. 

In short, the facts are these. 

1. The Fish Brook dam, pumps 
and transmission lines will be 
ready within a week to 10 days to 
begin the trapping and transfer 
of spring runoff to the Haggett’s 
Pond reservoir, This is a con= 
servation prediction, one which 
allows for unforseen delays. 

2. Completion of the Fish Brook 
project will NOT mean an 
automatic lifting of the water use 
restrictions, in effect since last 
summer, 

Bowen and Bassett report that 
Haggett’s Pond is now at a level 
about four feet under its peak, For 
this reason, says the manager, 
‘it ig premature to talk about the 
removal of water restrictions,” 

Further prompting the officials 
to move with caution are recent 
statements from the head of the 
state department of water re- 
sources predicting that the long- 
term New England drought, now 
heading into its fifth season, will 
continue, 

Supt. Bassett estimates that the 
water level at Haggett’s will go up 
another 2 ft. without any help from 
Fish Brook. He expects the brook 
to supply the some 150 million 
gallons it will take to raise the 
pond the other 2 ft. 

Commenting on the possibility 
for elimination of water restric- 
tions, Manager Bowen said, ‘‘We 
don’t want them on any longer 
than they have to be . . . Within 
about a month we will know where 
we stand,”’ 

Both the manager and Bassett 
point out that the public was never 
promised that the transmission of 
Fish Brook water to Haggett’s 
would necessarily mean _ the 
elimination of restrictions on the 
use of water for lawn watering, car 
washing and the filling of swimming: 
pools, 

In fact, says Bassett, it was 
stated very clearly at the special 
town meeting called for considera= 
tion of the quarter-of-a-million 
dollar project that no guarantees

Water Rates 
Are Advanced 


Water bills now in preparation 
will reflect the new rates, Water 
Supt, Donald C; Bassett said this 
week, 

The new rate for the 2,000 cu, 
ft. minimum is $7. as opposed to 
the previous $6, 

The rate for the next 20,000 
cu, ft. is being computed at the 
rate of 30 cents per cu, ft, The 
old rate was 23 cents per cu. ft, 

Users of 22,000 gallons and 
more will pay at the rate of 22 
cents per 100 cu, ft. 

Town Manager Richard Bowen 
announced at a special town 
meeting last year that the rates 
would be increased in an effort to 
put the water operation on a self- 
sustaining basis,

It is but a slight 
exaggeration to state that most of 
the progress made since consists 
of improving the filter now added 
to the pump,

stream that runs so thick with 
sludge that tossing a stane into it 
produces aploppy splash that might 
be duplicated by dropping a hard= 
boiled egg into a kettle of boiling 
oatmeal, 

Naturalists, waterfowl hunters 
and fishermen have complained 
bitterly about pollution for years. 
Somehow the $ublic generally has 
viewed these complaints as un= 
justified grousing about a purely 
aesthetic matter.

Individual Americans need to do some deep thinking 
about just what philosophy should underlie the United 
States government’s approach to the inauguration and 
administration of programs which make states, communi- 
ties and individuals the beneficiaries of federal munifi- 


cence, 


Otherwise we are all apt to be swept along, increasing- 
ly, by the same bureaucratic tide that carried the School 
Committee into a quick decision about what its position 
should be on the subject of proposed cuts in the milk and: 
school lunch subsidy programs. 

At the request of the superintendent, the committee 
voted (4-1) to protest President Johnson’s plans for cur- 
tailing milk and lunch reimbursement budgets preparatory 
to the enacting of a new law which would distribute some 
such aid on the basis of need. 

We are not quarreling with the vote. On the face of it, 
these two programs seem among the more broadly benefi- 
cial to come from Washington. 

But we do question the climate in which the vote was 
taken. The committee was supplied with persuasive 
statistics from state school lunch officials to demonstrate 
what the proposed cutback could mean, financially, to the 
school systems of the Commonwealth. 

As a further argument in support of the status quo, 
school lunch administrators objected, in printed matter, 
to the possible substitution of a welfare program for one 
which now sees to the nutritional needs of the neglected 
and undernourished (not all of whom come from low income 
homes, apparently) while giving simultaneous attention 


to subliminal instruction in 


nutrition. (Whatever else can 


be said by critics of the cuisine, the meals are well 


balanced.) 


Is this a valid argument? What are we defending? Is the 
school lunch program primarily intended as a cure for 
national nutritional ills, as a method of indirect education 
of those who will be responsible for feeding the next 
generation, or a partial solution to the agricultural sur- 


plus dilemma... . 


Only if we know what the goals of the program were and 
are, only if we know to what extent these goals have been 
realized can we possibly be prepared to determine whether 
there is any further need for a school lunch program of the 
subsidized sort now available to hundreds of thousands of 


American youngsters. 


Underlying it all is the need for a grassroots federal 


aid philosophy. 


Should we as individuals take the black and white 
position that federal aid is strictly for those who cannot 
pay for what they want or need? Or are the prosperous 
justified in feeling that they too should not refuse to 
benefit from programs they are obliged to support? 

What about some community guide lines? 

Should Andover’s town fathers formulate a policy that 
would lay down some standards for determining just what 
sort of federal aid Andover should feel free to solicit and 
what sort it should feel it cannot, in all honesty, accept? 

With opportunities for grants in aid, loans and such 
proliferating, it is time now for the public to formulate an 
attitude — and make it known.

We citizens of the United States, 
who are paying for the war in Viet- 
Nam, deserve to know what weare 
buying, We may not be aware of 
the indiscriminate mass torture 
planned by our military leaders 
and paid for by us, A publication 
of the American Chemical Society 
informs us that an Air Force con= 
tract has just been awarded to 
supply 100 million pounds of new 
napalm, called napalm-B, within 
a year, Napalm-B sticks better 
while it burns, whereas the soap= 
jellied gasoline formulation of 


World War II leaves much to be 
desired, This procurement is the 
third, and largest, in the past 
eighteen months, Predictions for 
the future are running as high as 
50 million pounds of napalm-B a 
month, In the closing paragraph, 
the news article states, ‘‘The Air 
Force has clamped a tight security 
lid on the napalm=-B program, 
chiefly because of fear of picketing 
of government and contractor 
facilities by antiwar demonstra- 
tors.”’ 

Even if there are no future con- 
tracts, this last contract will allow 
us to drop 137 tons of napalm-=-B a 
day on Viet-Nam, for a year, If the 
predictions are fulfilled, we shall 
be able to increase this figure to 
830 tons a day, month after month, 
In a war such as this one, the 
bombs will be dropped on villages, 
no matter who is occupying them, 
The luckier victims will die in- 
stantly. Less fortunate will be 
those who linger on for a few 
terrible hours or days before their 
suffering is ended, The survivors 
of this program of mass slaughter 
will bear horrible scars for all to 
see, Mast of these people will be 
innocent people who merely want 
their own land and want to be left 
alone, They have not invaded a 
foreign country to wage a war, 


But we shall pour fire, and more 
fire, on them, We shall burn them 
alive, deaf to their screams as our 
burning napalm sticks to them ina 
way that no longer leaves much to 
be desired, The responsibility is 
ours, and we can not evade it,

My children have been exposed 
to three teachers, Mrs. Wright, 
Mrs, Runyon and Mrs, Cromie at 
Central School. All three have 
those qualities which, I feel, Dis- 
tinguishes a good teacher from 
an exceptional one,

stitute teacher you are, perhaps, 
more aware of the esteem which 
she receives from, not only the 
parents of Andover, but also her 
fellow teachers.

Atty, Robert S, Zollner, 249 
Highland Rd,, was named to the 
Zoning Board of Appeals by the 
selectmen this week, and Robert 
Domingue, 51 Walnut Ave., was 
made an associate member of the 
same board, 

The two men were approved ina 
3-2 vote with members Roger 
Collins and Philip K, Allen sup- 
porting reappointment of Augus~ 
tine P. Sheehy and Raymond La- 
Rosa, 

Zoliner, who was nominated by 
Selectman Sidney P, White, served 
on the appeals board prior to adop= 
tion of the town manager form of 
government, and afterward, He 
was relieved of membership by a 
previous board of selectmen be- 
cause he was then chairman of the 
time-consuming bylaw revision 
committee, The work of that group, 
now completed, was approved by 
the 1966 Town Meeting. The
